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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 19-35 have been 
cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable because prior art fails to teach a razor with an outer cutter, primary under 
cutter, and secondary under cutter, wherein the under cutters are mutually interleaved 
and reciprocate relative to one another as set forth in claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 1, Klein (6,151,780) discloses a shaving apparatus comprising: 
an outer cutter (13) having a plurality of apertures, an under cutter assembly (2) 
adjacent to said otter cutter (13); and a motor (11) for reciprocally moving said under 
cutter assembly (2) in a reciprocation direction; said under cutter assembly (2) 
comprising two under cutters (FIG 12). However, Klein fails to disclose the blade 
elements of the under cutters are interleaved. In addition, Klein discloses the primary 
under cutter is driven by the motor, but fails to disclose the secondary under cutter is 
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mounted for movement in response to movement of the primary under cutter as set 
forth in claim 1 . 

This reference by itself or in combination with the other prior art cited fails to 
teach the claimed invention set forth in claim 1 .

Conclusion
